My invention for a data processing apparatus for switching between multiple instruction sets, 
described in my patent, has numerous novel and non-obvious aspects to it. Some aspects of my 
invention are claimed. For example, claim 1 refers to indicator bits that are predetermined bits of a 
program counter register. Other novel and non-obvious aspects of my invention were unintentionally 
omitted from the claims without any deceptive intent on my part. For example, as the specification of 
the patent explains, one of the advantages of the invention is the use of a single machine word to 
specify both the address of an instruction and the instruction set from which the instruction comes. 
When a machine word is used to identify both the address of a instruction and the instruction set for 
the addressed instruction, a single instruction can be used to access another instruction from another 
instruction set. This is true regardless of whether the indicator bits are maintained as part of the 
program counter register or not. This aspect of my invention, along with others, have now been 
claimed as part of the present reissue application.
